“The performance had reached the fifth 
item in the programme, some clowns being in 
the ring, when another clown, in acting cos- 


pe scene of horror that ensued was indes- 
eribable. The audience was so closely pack- 
ed that motion was most impossible. Some 
flung themselves from the galleries, and pa- 
rents unable to save themselves made des- 
perate attempts to save their children by 
throwing them down into the ring. Some of 
the men, wearing the long coats of Russian 
Jews, were entangled on spikes and remain- 
ed hanging in the air, while the whole build- 
ing resounded with 
HEARTRENDING CRIES. 

In the ring where the clowns had been per- 
forming there was acarpet, and for a little 
: while the-children were safe in the center of 
| this, but when the people in their despair 
| bagan jumping from the dress circle and gal- 

leries the whole ring became one inextrica- 
ble ‘mass, in which the children were 
trampled to death before the flames réached 
them. -But this was not the worst. The 
horses soon became unmanageable and about 
a dozen of them, driven mad with pain, 
broke into the ring, trampling to death the 
people huddled there. All this occurred in 
less time than it takes to describe it, and in 
about twenty minutes ail was over, at least 
halfof the people who had been in the ring 
being burned to death or suffocated. Some

Description of the Etiquette of Presi- 
dential and Official Parties.

WASHINGTON,* January 28.—The past ten 
days have been very busy onesin soelety, 
the most so that the season will see, for Lent 
will soon cut short the festivities.

For- 
merly the great east room was not much 
used on these occasions, the guests being re- 
ceived by the President in the blue parlor, 
and thence escorted to the state dining-room. 
Now, however, the guests are received 
in the east room, and spend some time thére 
before going to the state dining-room, 
promenading slowly down the broad kal! as 


they pass from the reception room to the 
table. ‘The details of these state events are 
quite interesting, and as your correspondent 
has recently had opportunity of witnessing 
them it may not be inappropriate to tell how 
itis done. The tables in the state dining- 
room in the White House will seat, by close 
crowding, thirty-six people. This then is 
the limit of the number invited, and usually 
there are not less than thirty on these oeca- 
sions. Where it is convenient to do so as 
many ladies as gentlemen are _ invited, 
though at diplomatie dinners, where all the 
foreign Ministers here are to be present, it 
is found impossible to seat as many at the 
table as this plan would require, so that the 
rule is not always followed. The table is 


flowers, a huge floral design of some sort ap- 
pearing as a center piece and smaller ones 
near the end. Two large golden candelabra, 
or branching candle-sticks holding perhaps 
a dozen candles apiece, reminding One very 
much of the pictures of the “golden 
candle-sticks” in the old family Bible, 
occupy places on the table, one at either end 
of the floral center-piece. These contain the 
finest of wax candles, which are lighted just 
before dinner begins. Near the ends of the 
table are smaller candelabra, with perhaps a 
half dozen candles a piece, each having a lit- 
tle pink-lined shade at the top, supported by 
a silver rod which clasps thé candle near the 
bottom.

On each plate the napkin 
is laid and on the napkin a bouquet—for the 
ladies a flat corsage bouquet of rosebuds and 
sometimes lilies of the valley; for the 
gentlemen usually a single hailf- 
opened rosebud. Beside these is laid a card, 
one on each plate, and on it the name of the 
person whois to sit at this place. The head 
of the table on these occasions is pot at the 
end, butin the middle. The seat ocqupied 
by the President is half way up the side of 
the table, at the side next the door where the 
guests enter. ‘The lady whom he escorts to 
dinner sits at his right, and the honored 
guest on the occasion sits directly opposite 
the President, with his lady on his right. 
Those who arrange the table and the order 
in which the guests sit, of course arrange so 
that gentleman and wife do not sit side by 
side under any circumstances. For instance, if 
Count Lewenhaupt should be delegated to 
escort Mrs. Secretary Chandler to dinner it 
would be an unpardonable error to designate 
to Secretary Chandler the second seat to the 
right of that occupied by Count Lewen- 
haupt, for, as the Counts partner, Mrs. 
Chandler, would occupy the seat at his right, 
that arrangement would bring Mrs. Chand- 
ler and Mr. Chandler neighbors. So thar 
the person who arranges these features of 
the dinners often finds his task 
quite as puzzling as the “fifteen-four- 
teen” brain-racker of a year or two ago.

‘Nota dollar yet. We have not asked 
anybody for any mony.

It will give us sueh a hall as they 
have in Cincinnati, or a better one—far larg- 
er and better appointed than the old Senger- 
feststructure that stood on Twelfth and 
Washington avenue.”

“It must be located north of Walnut, 
south of Franklin avenue and east of Eight- 
eenth street. No site has yet 
been chosen. There is plenty of 
property in sufficient quantity to. be had in 
the area I have designated.” 

“When will the building be completed ?” 

“By next fall. We should have it ready to 
open then, if atall. The intention js to hold 
an annual exposition running through three 
or four weeks, as they do in Chicago, and 
the time for the exposition should be during 
September or October, when the cattle show 
is in progress. No, there is no desire to run 
opposition to the Fair Association. That is 
only acattle show and never was intended 
for anything else.

What Members of the Lower 
House Think of a High License.

Some Regard It as a Discrimination--Graded 
Licenses--Various Interviews.

The report of the Grand Jury, reeommend- 
ing that the rate of license for dramshops be 
raised from its present figure to $1,000 per 
annum, which has been received with such 
favor by all representative citizens, has 
given rise toa timely and important ques- 
tion: Will the Municipal Assembly pass 
such an ordinance? At a recent meeting of 
the House of Delegates Mr. Cyrus P. Wal- 
bridge, representing the Tenth Ward, intro- 
duced an ordinance revising the rate of 
dramshop licenses, in which-the rate to be 
agreed upon was left blank. The Speaker of 
the House thereupon appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate the subject. The 
members of the committee are: 


Messrs. Sam. J. Somerville, C. P. Walbridge, 
J. W. Dunn and George Weissenburger. In 
order to ascertain the views of Delegates 
upon this interesting subject a Post-Dts- 
PATCH reporter this morning questioned a 
number of them, and the result*of his in- 
quiries 1s given below. 
MR. SAM J. SOMERVILLE, | 

of the Tweifth Ward, who is the chairman 
of the committee, said: 

‘Il am not in favor of the increased rate of 
license as recommended by the grand jury. 
It seems to me that a license of $1,000 
would practically be a discrim- 
ination in favor of the rich 
and against the poor. There are a number 
of very respectable people in the saloon busi- 
ness who make a moderate living Out of this 
business, and these men could not afford to 
pay such a license. Besides, if the city goes 
to work now and raises the license, it would 
work a-hardship in another way. A great 
many saloon-keepers have invested from $5,000 
to $10.000 in their business on the under- 
standing that the rate of license is a fixed 
thing. Now, if they change the rate these 
people will be obliged to quit. and 
thus lose the greater part of their invest- 
nent. 

“What action will your committee take in 
the matter ?’’ 

‘Indeed, [don’t know as yet. We have 
had no consultation, and I can’t say what 
the views of the other members are.” 

MR. A. THOMAN, 
of the First Ward, whois a member of Mr. 
Somerville’s committee, is himself the pro- 
prietor of a wholesaié and retail wine estab- 
lishment at No. 6 South Fifth street. Being 
asked for his views Mr. Thoman said: 

‘lam decidedly opposed to tue measures 
recommended by the Grand Jury. Do you 
suppose that a license of $1,000 would drive 
the doggeries out of existence? Nota bit of 
it. ‘Lhe proprietors of these establishments 
are the very men who can afford to paya high 
license, and decent men who carry on a small 
business and support themselves and their 
families out of it cannot possibly bay sucha 
license. Vil tell you what IL am in favor 
of: I am in = favor of having the 
police enforce the Jaws now in existence, 
These laws are ample for the protection of 
citizens from the influence of the doggeries 
ond all-night houses; they are ample for the 
protection of minors, in fact they cover every 
class of vice which is customary in disreput- 
able saloons, but the trouble is that they are 
not put in operation. Another thing | am in 
favor of is the separation of pool and _ Dill- 
iard-iable rooms from saloons. ‘These places 
do an incalculable amount of harm.” 

“i think thatis apparent.” 

“Yes, sir. The pool table is an especially 
pernicious institution. ‘The number of play- 
ers Who can use the table is unlimited, and 
most of these are boys who, by the regula- 
tions of the game, are driven into habits of 
intemperance. At the end of each game 
each of the players receive a check entitling 
the holder toa five-cent drink. In order to 
use the checks they must drink or smoke and 
thus the mischief originates. 1 am also in 
favor of requiring dramshop keepers to 
conduct the business 1n an open manner, the 
same as other people.”’ 

“But, do they conduct their business 
openly 2?” 

‘Most of them, and particularly the high- 
toned places, have a screen before their 
counters, Which hide the man who is taking 
a drink from view. ‘This practice I consider 
a temptation, particularly to well-brought-up 
young men when out on a tear, and if the 
screens were abolished I have no doubt that 
intemperance among this class would rapidly 
decrease.”’ 

MR. CYRUS P. WALBRIDGE, 
of the Tenth Ward, another member of the 
committee, was seen at his office, No. 620 
Washington avenue. ° 

‘‘Have you any opinion to express on the 
question of high license?’ inquired the re- 
porter. - ; ; 

“Oh, yes, sir,” said Mr. Walbridge. “I 
have corresponded with the Mayors of other 
cities on this subject, and I learn that Oma- 
ha is the only city in the’ country which im- 


poses a_ license of $1,000 upon 
saloon-keepers. The Mayor of that 
city . informs me that the 


effect of the increased rate has been to lessen 
the number of saloons nearly one-half. The 
license appears to work satisfactorily in 
Omaha.” ' 

‘What are your own views?” 

“Well, L should bein favor of raising the 
license in St. Louisif not for the fact that 
such a course would affect a great many re- 
spectable people disastrously. If the mat- 
ter could be so arranged as to permit the 
saloon-keepers on the outskirts of 
the city who conduct their places 
in a decent way and make a moderate 
living out of it to obtain @ license at a less 
rate, I should be in faver of a high li- 
cense.”” 

DELEGATE JOHN A. WOLFINGER, 
of the third Ward,when questioned concern- 
ing his views on the subjecé of legal license, 
said: 

‘Tl am in favor of a graded scale of li- 
censes, ranging say from $1.000 for the -; 
est to $250 for the lowest, I think such a 
system would work well,” 

MR. LOUIS SCHAEFFER, 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward, also  fa- 
vored a graded license, but the  high- 
est rate he would charge is 
$500 and the lowest $250, 
DELEGATE FRANK HUSSMANN, JR., 

of the Sixteenth Ward, stated that he didn’t 
believe the Assembly would pass an ordi- 
nance iucreasing the rate of license for 
dramshops. 

“Why not?” Mr. Hussmann was asked. 

“Because they see that the effect of such 
an ordinance would bea discrimination in 
favor of rich men against poor men. I my- 


Yself am against increasing the rate of Li- 


cense. 
. MR. E. F. W. METER, 
of the Twenty-first Ward, stated he would 
favor increasing the license, provided the 
matter could be so arranged that the overa- 
tion of the law would not exclude respecta- 
ble saloon-keepers of moderate means. 
MR. E. C. SLEVIN, 

of the Seventeeth Ward. stated that he had 
not thought about the matter atall. ‘But,’ 
said Mr. Slevin, “I think I can 
say this, that 1 am in favor of dividing 
the city into districts and pt ran 
a fixed number of saloons in each district. 
Then let the _— sell the franchise at auction 
to the highest bidder, reserving the right to 
reject any and all bids if the charagter of the 
bidder is not up to the standard.” I think 
that such a scheme would be entirely prac- 
ticable and that it would result in 

many ways, both to the morals of com- 
munity and to the revenue of the city.”

Motl Array of Seat-Buyers at the 
pening of the Nilsson Sale. 


A person acyuainted with the kind of aud- 
fences that listen to grand opera in St. Louis, 
or crowd to hear the warblings of first-class 
artists °when they appear on the concert 
stage, would have a rather curious idea of 
the character of these assemblages if that. 
idea were based upon the sight  pre-

Dunn, who was formerly of the 
Southern Hotel cigar stand, but is now deaje 
ing in tickets, claimed his place at the top of 
the line and the men and boys that followed 
him strongly backed up the claim. A gentle- 
man with blondish side-whiskers, apparent- 
ly employed in Story & Camp’s ce, and 
other gentlemen who seemed to bein some 
way identified with the establishment, assert- 
ed the right of the juvenile octet to their pos- 
itions, and so the argument was kept up 
until the sale began. At 11 o'clock, 
Marcus Mayer, who is Manager Abbey’s 
personal representative, and Geo.

THE BLACKAMORES. 
Perhaps the most fortunate family on the 
face of the earth are the BLACKAMORES, 
whose ancestor conceived the happy thought 


a hundred years ago of leasing to the Unit- 
ed States Government fora termof ninety- 
nine years the exact spot on which the Gov- 
ernment, seventeen years afterwards, located 
the National Capital and subsequently erect- | 
ed various costly specimens of architecture. 

No explanation is vouchsafed to us-as to 
why the Government should have taken a 
ninety-nine years’ lease of aswamp inthe 
forest seven years before the land was 
ceded to the Government by the State 
of Maryland, but we would not rashly 
accuse the BLACKAMORE family of lying 
about such a trifle as the title to ‘the 
City of Washington, and if we had not such 
sublime and abiding confidence in the hon- 
esty and integrity of the BLACKAMORE fam- 
ily we would be inclined to believe that the 
value of the original title must be somewhat 
impaired by the lapse of time, as the records 
of the United States during ninety-nine 
years contain no mention of any payment 
of rent to the real owners of the land. 

These trifles and others which will prob- 
ably present themselves on a closer study 
of the question will, however, probably 
be nicely explained away, and the title 
of the BLACKAMORES to the new State and 
War Department Building, to the Capitol 
the White House and the Washington Mon- 
ument, widl, of course, be sustained. They 
undoubtedly own these valuable assets, and 
itis a thrilling question to know what will 
they do with them. Will they consent to sell 
these possessions at a fair price? or will they 
eject us and set up a BLACKAMORE Govern- 
ment such as we once set upin South Caro- 
lina and Florida? Whatis to become of our 
liberties if we can not retain possession of 
Our National Capital? 

It was popularly supposed that the princi- 
pal owners of this country were the heirs of 
ANNEKE JANS, who own Wall street aud 
Trinity Church in New York, and Don Mor- 
RISON, Who owns all the Spanish grantsin the 
West. But the BLACKAMORES of Pitts- 
burg and elsewhere, who own all of Wash- 
ington City, and thus have a lien on the Goy- 
ernment of the United States, are either the 
biggest property-owners in this country or 
they are the biggest liars init; and though 
we scarcely dare hope that this is the true 
solution of the great BLACKAMORE claim, 
we cannot help wishing it may be, 


THE CENSUS FAILURE. 

This is about the only country in the civil- 
ized World which is unable to take a census 
of its population and industries. In Eng- 
land and France the census returns are pub- 
lished ina very few weeks after they are 
taken, but here we are nearly three years 
afler the date of the census without haying 
in any accessible form any of the results of 
all the work and expense that have been 
giyen to that undertaking. The only publi- 
cations that have been made have been a 
large number of loose sheets of no special 
value, issued without reference to each other 
and without reference to any public need 
oruse. They have been widely distributed 
and casually referred to in the daily 
papers, but no one has cared to keep them, 
because they were not worth keeping, and 
there is to-day no generally accessible infor- 
mation ofany kind relating to the census 
which was taken three years ago. 

The only reason for the failure is that the 
Census Bureau tried todo too much. One 
would think that any man of ordinary intel- 
ligence would be able to tell what kinds of 
information were accessible to the ordinary 
machinery of the Census Department, and 
what information was useless and cumbrous, 
untrustworthy and inaccessible, But it was 
just this plain common sense which was 
lacking in the Census Bureau, and the result 
is that, while everything was attempted 
in the organization of its work, nothing has 
been accomplished. 

The worst feature about the whole busi- 
ness is that, after waiting for years for the 
information for which we have paid, there is 
no evidence that We are any nearer getting 
itthan we were when the failure was first 
discovered. Gen, WALKER, who has shown 
his conspicuous unfitness by identifying him- 
self withthe preposterous scheme of pub- 


lishing an encyclopedia, has been recalled, 
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and instead of throwing away the vast mass 
of useless trash and_ statistical slops 
which were worthless when they were accu- 
rate, and which have now lost all pretense 
to value, the only idea of the burefiu seems 
to be to call for more money, to employ 
more clerks and to goon publishing more 
bulletins. What is wanted in the Census 
Bureau is a change of policy and manage- 
ment, but the prospect is that the bureau 
will be kept up chiefly as a means of spend- 
ing money without giving any value in re- 
turn. 


THE EXPOSITION. 

The proposition to. furnish St. Louis with 
a permanent Exposition building is a plain 
question of dollars and cents. If the money 
can be raised to pay the cost of the building 
there is a very fortunate choice of sites and 
there is no doubt that the advantages offered 
by the Exposition scheme would be sufficient 
to bring a very attractive display, as exten- 
sive and varied as any one could ask. 

It would of course condemn the project if 
it could be made to appear that it conflicted 
in any way with the Fair, which is now one 
of our established institutions. But a few 
moments’ reflection will convince every one 
thatthe Fair depends for its success on the

What the Papers of the Metropolis are Say-

NEW York, January 30.—The Tribune to-day 
refers to the failure of Mohr & Mohr, the Cincin- 
nati whiskv firm, and the use thatis being made 
of it in the passage of the bonded spirits bill if 
necessary. It quotes the interview with Mr. 
Miller in a Cincinnati paper, and says: “Mr. 
Miller seems to think that speculators have a 
right to load themselves up with more whisky 
than they can carry, inexpectation that plenty of 
money can pass a bill through Congress, and that 
if they prove mistaken itis the duty of Congress 
toenactalawtopullthem out of trouble, lest 


their losses may affect other people. If any 
other class of speculators . were to 
set up a similar claim Mr. Miller 


would be the first to denounce it. If it be true 
as he seems to believe that the speculators have 
been mainly at fauit, having caused a vast over- 
production by enabling the distillers to seil their 
product as soon as they could make it, regardless 
of the real wants of the country for consumption 
then itis not clear that this particular set of 
speculators ought to be favored and sbielded by 
law, as no other class would be. These men have 
staked their mobpey upon a scheme that is hostile 
to public interests in every aspect. They ought 
to be made tO bear the consequences of their act. 
They went into one Western State after another, 
and by more or less open alliance with. the Demo- 
cratic party succeeded in defeating many honest 
members of Congress, and in electing others who 
accemned the alliance. It would be right that they 
should look to Democrats only for succor. If 
that party: will take the responsibility 
of naking whisky free while Keeping up taxes on 
other products, let it bear the whole risk, but Re- 
publicans havé no oecasion to take up the bur- 
dens of the whisky ring. Extension of the time 
for the payment of taxes will oniy enable the ring 
to hold its whisky until the next Democratic Con- 
gress can get a chance to abolish the tax. If this 
set of speculators has no especial merit, why 
Should it be especially favored.’

Indifference of Exchange Members 
to this Important Measure. 
How the Bucket-Shops Beat the Western 
Union-=Notes. 


It is strange that a matter of so much mo- 
ment and of so much interest to the grain 
trade of St. Louis is so little thought of and 
given such little attention as the warehouse 
and regislation laws now before the State 
Legislature and to be enacted for the benefit 
of the St. Louis trade. For the past eight 
years the Exchange has warded off in the 
Illinois Legislature registration in East St. 


Louis regulated by the Illinois State 
laws on the  ovlea that if their 
law applied to East St. Louis, 
and different from that of St. Louls, inas- 


much as t here will be a different line of offi- 
cers—inspectors, registrars, etc.—from those 
of St. Louis, would place us in a position 
that would make it impossible to do the grain 
businessof St. Louis properly. Now the 
question is forced upon the Exchange again, 
notonly on the East side, but in Missouri. 
To meet the emergency the Directors of the 
Exchange have drawn up a bill to be present- 
ed to the Missouri State Legislature.

nois State Warehouse law, and is changed 
only to meet the necessities of the St. Louis 
trade. With this law passed by the Missouri 
Legislature and put in practical effect by the 
Exchange, the Board hopes to be able to go 
before the Illinois Legislature and 
‘show them St, Louis has practically their 
own State law here.

A Remarkable Wound, 
Froiu the Hannibal Journal.

A 
surgeon was called in and cut the ball out.
